WIRES O VRR1IKA I). 


The City Council of Philadelphia has 


voted for the removal of all poles from 
tho streeltj,amlovorheftd wires, hy January 
1, 1885. 
The application of the Brush 


Light Company for the une of the Ktreets 
was "postponed for the present." 
Other 


cities are moving in" the same direction. 


The councils of Chicago have emphat- 


ically refused to grunt "The Brush Elec- 
tric Light Company," of that city, what 
they are now asking for iu thin direction. 
Tho Senate committee of the state of 
Now York, appointed to consider 
the 


feasibility of underground electric wires 
in cities, made a report May lid, in which 
they recommend that "the growth of the 
evil, (over-head wires) be promptly and 
definitely arrested, und that the construc- 
tiou of now lines or the erection of posts 
in any of the streets of New York city, 
be declared so clearly unlawful as to jus- 
tify their destruction by any individual 
who may choose to remove them." 
It is 


dear that the time is not far distant when 
all such wires must go under ground. 


Mayor Harrison of Chicago vetoed the 


ordinance granting special privlogos to 
the Electric Light Company. In his mes- 
sage the mayor, after 
acknowledging 


that the electric light iu some form is to 
be the city light of the future, reviews 
(.ho objections to the method proposed of 
stringing tho wires on poles through the 
streets. 
First, the possible danger to 


firemen ami others from contact with the 
two parts of ft severed wire currying such 
a powerful current. 
In this connection 


he remarks that the Thames Embankment 
in London aud certain streets in Paris are 
lighted by the arc light with the wires 
underground. 


He then takes great exception to the 


special" terms of the ordinance which 
gives 
the Brush almost uncontrolled 


authority to put up any kind of poles or 
wires that they may see fit to use. 
The 


rights to maintain poles and to use the 
streets which may be required under the 
law hy the undisturbed possession of the 
company after a term of years lira then 


There is quite a boom in fireworks, as 


there is a strong tendency throughout the 
country to celebrate the coming Fourth 
in the old fashoued way.

ance on ntnuk aud 
buildings 
unless 


wpecial permits are obtained.

have already been one or two serious ex- 
plosions from this cause.

The strike of the freight handlers in 


-New York and Jersey City continues. 
The strikers are quiet aud orderly, but 
determined to hold out, and they are con- 
fident that they will finally be successful 
iu their demands. The business of New 
York (and tbat effects to u degree the 
business 
of the 
whole 
country), 
is 


seriously afl'ected by this embargo on 
freight, and it is probable that the busi- 
ness men will take immediate steps to 
have the difficulty settled. 


A conference of the-powers on the 


Egyptian question was held iu Constauti- 
. iiople yestei-day, at which (he sovereign 
rights bf the suliau over Egypt were dis- 
cussed and confirmed. Admiral Beymour, 
who is in command of the British troops 
at Alexandria states that he has only 


1,GGO 
men available as a landing force, 


aud it is understood that the iron-chid 
Hotspur and several troop ships are be- 
ing made ready by the British admiralty 
for Egyptian waters. 


ftlluded to, aud attention called to the fact 
that such acquired rights may become 
dangerous to a community. The mayor, 
therefore, insists that the company be 
required to find some satisfactory method 
of carrying the wires underground before 
any franchise is granted them.

Our stay in Plymouth was one nmm 


of gaieties iu the evening*, varied by olH 
cial visit* to training ships and duel 
yards in the daytime. 
We expected ti. 


sail ou the 18th of May,1 but were de- 
tained by storms and head winds. 
On 


the Kith of May the offluers of tho Sara- 
toga gave a dancing reception' on hoiml 
their ship, which wan attended by ali 
the people who had entertained us ou 
flhore, and by all the nfticials of the 
place, as well as the otHeers uf the llag- 
ship. 
The Saratoga was very prettily 


decorated 
with flags and flowers, and 


dancing was kept up until about H P. M. 
There was a very good suppw, aud 
'plenty 
of wine, and 
all expressed 


themselves as delighted with the after- 
noon's pleasures. 
On the ISth. II. It. 


H., 
the Duke of Edinburgh, formally 


opened the new Eddy stone Lighthouse, 
an account of which I mailed you, as 1 
was too busy to write at that time. 
Fri- 


day and Saturday, May 19th and 20th, it 
blew a gale from tho east northeast, aud 
in a sudden squall the port chain parted, 
the club link next the anchor shackle 
breaking square in half. 
Wo dropped 


the starboard anchor, and brought her up 
before drifting far, and transported tho 
port sheet anchor to take the place of tho 
port bower. It was very Well we did so 
as the starboard compressor arm broke 
during the night, ami we let go the port 
anchor which held us securely. 
Next 


day we repaired tho compressor arm, and 
that .made' us all right except 
that we 


were one anchor short. 


From tho 20th until the 24th we had 


two boats dragging mid sweeping for the 
anchor but without finding it, although 
they found the anchors of nearly every 
ship in the harbor except ours. 
So on 


the 2-1 th we employed a diver who went 
down, aud after about an hour's hunt he 
reported that he had found it. 
He was 


asked if there was any chain attached to 
it, and Kttid there was none, so wo sup- 
posed that must be it. 
Accordingly a 


large hawner was paid out of the port bow- 
port, and the diver secured it to [he an- 
chor which was walked up quite merrily 
by the boys. 
It was catted, crown up, 


aud they were about to fish it when some- 
one discovered that there was a eha'in 
attached to it, and at the name time the 
startling discovery 
was made that WR 


were drifting on to two small aud.unsus- 
pecting Hchoouerd astern of us. 
We had 


lifted our owu riding anchor and had it 
slung .wrongside up to the opposite cut- 
head, which of cause prevented letting go 
the other anchor. 
Something had fo be 


done very quickly, and we managed bv a 
free use of the knife to drop that anchor 
by the run, aud we brought up just clear 
of the schooners, which very soon after- 
wards picked up their anchors and went 
as far away from us as they could. 


One of the local pupcre came out next 


day with the announcement that u new 
and very successful method of weighing 
anchors had been discovered and put in 
operation the day before by the (lugship 
Portsmouth. 


After this it was decided to leave the 


anchor until later and go to Portsmouth, 
as the wind was fair. 
On (he 2!tth we 


got underway and at 2 P. M. sailed out
